Parking Limit 
To Be Sef On 
Third Avenue 


~ Seeking to encourage use of the 
Third street parking lot and also 
prevent all-day parking, the Up- 
land city council last night in- 
structed the city atterney to draw 
up’ an amendment to the city’s 
parking ordinance to extend the 
two-hour parking restriction to | 
Third avenue from Ninth street 
to C street. 

The motion was made by 
Paul Hettel who said that several 
business men had pointed to the 
fact that some people were park- 
ing their cars all day on Third 
avenue and thus tying up the 
parking areas, on Third. 

The council also agreed that the 
chamber of commerce should start 
paying rent on the Third avenue 
parking lot as of January 1 since 
it was for practical purposes 
ready for parking use at that 
time. It had been originally sug- 
gested that the chamber rent pay- 
ments begin as of November, 1946. 


Fireworks Ban 
To Be Enforced 


The fire chief will have full 
authority to enforce the city’s 
fireworks ordinance on the Fourth 
of July, the Upland city council 
agreed last night. 

Declaring that it did not favor 
granting any special rights to the 
American Legion or any other 
organization to sell fireworks in 
the city limits, the councilmen 
said that the ordinance prohibit- 
ing the sale or shocting of fire- 
works in the city limits should be 
strictly enforced. 

It added, however, that this 
did not exclude the customary 
fireworks celebration on Lone Hill. 

The council took this action on 
the request of Fire Chief How- 
ard Paulin who wanted to know 
if the council would “back him” 
on strict enforcement of the or- 
dinance.

Washington was not born on As a Virginia planter, Wash- 


ington was “industrious, punc- 
tual, efficient and economical,” 
Says the Britannica, practicing 
crop rotation, diversified farm- 
ing and experimental cattle 
breeding. 

Recognized as an authority on 
military matters and known for 
his poise, sense and resolution, 
Washington was elected com 
mander-in-chief of the colonial 
forces in 1775. 

After two strenuous terms of 
oftice as president and two and 
one half years of retirement at 
Mount Vernon, Washington 
caught a severe cold and failed 
to improve. His death came on 
Dec, 14, 1799.

The actual facts of George 
Washington’s life as recorded 
in the Encyclopedia Britannica 
reveal that Washington was 
born on Feb. 11, not Feb. 22. 
In 1752 when he was 20 years 
old, 11 days of the English 
calendar were deliberately omit- 
ted in order to adopt the Gre- 
gorian calendar and an inciden- 
tal effect was to place the an- 
niversary of Washington’s birth 
on the date now celebrated. 

Noteworthy ‘achievements of 
Washington’s youth included 
his mastery of the elements of 
surveying at 14. When only 16, 





Bill To Outlaw Portal 
Pay Claims A 








Expect Death 
Toll Will Go 
Even Higher 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 21, (#) 
—After a night spent probing 
beneath’ glaring searchlights, po- 
lice today fixed the death toll 
from the city’s worst explosion in 
37 years at 15. Of the 158 in- 
jured sufficiently to require hos- 
pitalization, several were feared 
dying. 

The scene, as police and fire- 
men shifted the blasted rubble 
of an electroplating plant, re- 
sembled somewhat a garishly-lit 
night-time movie set. Except that 
there was nothing fictional about 
the carnage. 

The one-story brick plant of 
the J. J. O'Connor Corp. at 932 
East Pico boulevard, a mile from 
the center of downtown Los An- 
geles, blew apart in a blinding 
flash of chemicals at 9:45 a.m. 
yesterday. It was hours before a

The first group of 1000 workers 
to ballot on a pact reached yes- 
terday after an all-night confer 
ence among Federal conciliators, 
oil company and union negotia- 
tors, gave it an overwhelming 
margin. It provides: 

A 10-cents an hour increase on 
base pay, plus a $17.70 per month 
cost of living boost until next 
Dec. 31. Effective date would be 
last Jan. 1.

One woman emerged from her 


house, blood running over her 
eyes. “I'm all right, but how is 
my little bird?” she asked. She 
carried a cage, a canary flutter- 
ing weakly inside. 

An unidentified woman dug 
frantically beneath cracked tim- 
bers, calling frantically for her 
dog. Finally she dragged him out, 


his eye cut, but his tail wagging 
tiredly. 

“It was worse than any bomb 
blast I ever felt,’ observed Rus- 
sell E. Sicholson, a Sea-Bee vet- 
eran of the Pacific campaigns, 
working nearby.

Genius may be a part of our horitage, but its use and 
development depend on us. I am glad I began to appre- 
ciate men of genius many years ago. It is God-given, and 
we ought not to degrade it. And we too may find it harder 
to be a gentleman than to be a genius, But it means more.

men get together and compare the 
current postwar interest in fisti- 


cuffs with the period following 
World War J, they invariably re- 
turn to Jack Dempsey and the 


first Golden Age of sports. 

Dempsey was the _ greatest 
drawing card of them all, When 
he lost the title in 1926 to Gene 
Tunney, boxing’s top crowd of 
120,757 turned out in Philadel- 
phia. Receipts were $1,895,733. 
And when he sought to regain the 
crown from Tunney the following 
year, the battle of the famous 
‘Jong ccunt” drew receipts of $2,- 
658,660, largest gate in boxing 
history. 

SECOND OF A SERIES 
~ Of the eight — boxing bouts 
which drew more than one mil- 
lion dollars in gross receipts, 
Dempsey figured in five. The first 
million-dollar gate was the 1921 
Dempsey-Carpentier fight which 
attracted 80,183 fans and $1,789,- 
238 to Boyle's Thirty Acrés in 
Jersey City. Ringside ssats wert 
$50. 
Most Dramaiic Fight 

Two years later Dempsey drew 
another miicn-dollar gaté wheh 
he met Argentina’s Wild Bull of 
the Pampas, Luis Angel ‘Firpo. He 
flattened the South American in 
two rounds in what veterans still 
describe as the most dramatic 
heavyweight scrap of all time. 

Firpo sent Dempsey to the floor 
wth his first punch. But in a few 
seconds the tables were reversed, 
Dempsey knocking the Argen- 
tine down seven times before the 
end of the first round. Yet the 
South American had enough 
stamina left to drive Dempsey 
through the ropes, 

In the second round Firpo made 
three more trips to the canvas 
and the end came in 58 seconds. 
Dempsey received a purse of 
$470,000, or approximately $120,- 
000 a minute.

He rose from a kid who ‘rodc 
the rods” to world’s champion in 
six years. His first fight was un- 
dev his own promotion in 1915 
when, he stopped a young Colo- 
rado biacksmith, Freddy Woods, 
in four. rounds. Dempsey and 
Woods split a gate of $46. 

Although he fought in the days 
of such ring giants as Jess Wil- 
lard, Fred Fulton and Carl Mor- 
ris, Dempsey rose to _ boxing’s 
heights on the strength of the 
theory that “the bigger they are 
the harder they fall.” 

One cf the quickest knockouts 
on record is held by Dempsey. In 
11918 he flattened the 235-pound 
Morris in 14 seconds at New Or: 
leans. Five months earlier he 
knocked out Fulton in 18 seconds. 


Won Title in 1919 

Dempsey won the heavyweight 
title on a hot Independence Day 
in Toledo in 1919 ‘when he 
knocked out Willard in three 
rounds. Willard, at 245 pounds, 
held a 58-pound ‘weight ° advan 
tage as Dempsey came in at 187. 

Jack held the title for seven 
years, or until Tunney beat him 
over the 10-round *tistancée® in 
Philadelphia. The Manassa Maul- 
er made successful title defenses 
against Mike Brennan and Billy 
Miske in 1920, Carpentier, the 
Frenchman, in 1921, and 
Gibbons and Firpo in 1923, 

At 32 Dempsey was a veteran 
of 80 fights. He won 48 by knock: 
outs and lost oaly four, He was 
out of the ring three years after 
losing his return fight with Tun- 
ney but his retirement was tem- 
porary. He came bage in 1931,

Knocked Out Only Once 

Dempsey suffered the only 
knockout in his career during his 
first two years in the ring. Jim 
Flynn stopped him in the first 
round at Salt Lake City in 1917. 
A year and a day later Jack 
evened the score, flattening Flynn 
in the first round at Fort Sheri- 
dan, Ill. 

Starting with the Willard bout 
and ending with the second Tun- 
ney battle, Dempsey earned §$2,- 
700,000 in nine fights. He has been 
in many business ventures and 
has had interests in two New 
York restaurants, a local hote! 
and has been president of a box- 
ing promoters’ group. 

Nat Fleischer, boxing’s noted 
historian, estimates that Dempsey 
made ‘more than ‘$300,000 as @ | 
referee following his “retirement” 
in 1927. 

He attained his greatest popu- 
larity after he quit the ring, but 
Dempsey will be remembered as 
the heavyweight among heavy: 
weights.

Price of Land 


Too High for 
Income Use 


The Upland city council last 
night went on record opposing the 
establishment of a civic center on 
the southeast corner of Foothill 
boulevard and North Second ave- 
nue and instructed City Clerk 
Hazel M. Cassell to so inform 


_ the planning commission. 


The city planners had recom- 
mended the purchase of the site 
for future use as a civic center. 
The council has been dickering 
with the possibility of buying it 
for income purposes but has un- 
officially indicated that the pres- 
ent price was too high. 

Two resolutions were passed by 
the councilmen for the purchase 
of the American Legion building 
next to the city hall for $10,000. 
The council voted to buy the vet- 
erans’ clubhouse at its meeting 
two weeks ago but approved the 
resolutions last night to conform 
to legal requirements. <A _resolu- 
tion by which the city of Upland 
will pay Ontario $3 per house for 
sewer connections made to the 
Ontario line was also approved. 


First Hearing 

March 6 was set as the date of 
the first hearing for the rezoning 
of three areas from residential 
to commercial use. All of them 
have already had their two hear- 
ings before the planning commis- 
sion. The places concerned are 
Euclid avenue between C street 
and the Pacific “Electric right-of- 
way for restricted commercial; 
three and a_ half lots directly 
north of the Upland Inn on the 
east side of the street to D 
street, and parking commercial 
the east side of First street to D 
street. 

Acting upon the request of Er- 
nest M. Colburn, chamber secre- 
tary, the council voted to write a 
letter to radio station’ KOCS to 
include.the name of Upland when 
mentioning Chaffey. since the 
schools are also a part of -the 


Upland district. 


Instructions 
It was agreed that an instruc- 
lion sheet..on how to bring. up 
matters of rezoning. and .other 


-matters before the planning com- 


mission should he prepared by the 
city attorney for use by citizens. 
This came about when Council 
man Paul Hettel said that some- 
thing should be done about ex- 
pediating reauests for rezoning 

The possibility of putting white 
lines on Fuclid avenue from Foot- 
hill boulevard to the Santa we
